Mary Anning (1799-1847) 

Mary came from a poor family who lived in Lyme 
Regis, a town on the south-west coast of England. 
Her father tried to make extra money by selling 
fossils (plant and animal remains in rocks) to rich 
tourist Consequentty » ary and her siblings learnt 
from an early age how to look for fossils, although 
she was the only one of the brothers and sisters 
who became an expert. 


However, in her lifetime she did not always get the 
credit she deserved, as ¡it was male geologists who 
published the descriptions of any finds. Her important 
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finds include the first skeleton of an ichthyosaur, or 
fish-lizard, a plesiosaur, also known as sea-dragon, 
and a pterodactyl, or a “flying dragon”. 


Collecting fossils on the cliffs was dangerous work. 
Mary's dog Tray was killed when rocks and earth fell 
down a cliff, and she nearly lost her life in the same 
landslide. 


Dorothea Bate (1878-1951) 

Born in the Welsh countryside, she had a passion for 
outdoor pursuits and natural history from an early age. 
She became the first female scientist in the Natural 
History Museum in London. She was a palaeontologist, 
that is, a scientist who studies fossils in order to 
understand the history of life on Earth. She went to 
mountains and clifís in the Mediterranean and explored 
hilltops in Bethlehem, discovering and documenting 
animal fossils. She wrote hundreds of reports, reviews 


and papers. 


Evelyn Cheesman (1881-1969) dogs: she worked in the insect house at the London

Misusing or omitting the apostrophe is one of the most 
common punctuation errors. 


Showing possession 


The apostrophe (* ) is used to show that something 
belongs to someone. It is usually added to the end of a 
word and followed by an -s.

Separating main clauses 


Main clauses that are joined together with and or but do 
not normally have a comma before the conjunction unless 
the two clauses have different subjects. 


You go out of the door and turn immediately left. 
ltwas cold outside, but we decided to go out for a 
walk anyway. 

Separating subordinate clauses from main clauses 
Commas are normally used if the subordinate clause 
comes before the main clause. 

Ifyou have any problems, just call me. 

Just call me if you have any problems. 


Sometimes a comma is used even when the main clause 
comes first, if the clauses are particularly long. 


We should be able to finish the work by the end of 
the week, if nothing unexpected turns up between 
now and then. 


Separating relative clauses from main clauses 


Commas are used to mark off non-defining relative 
clauses. This is the type of clause that adds to information 
about a noun or noun phrase. 


My next-door neighbour, who works from home, is 
keeping an eye on the house while we're away. 


She moved to Los Angeles, where she was 
immediately signed as a singer songwriter. 
Commas are not required in defining relative clauses, since 
these simply postmodify the noun. 
Let's make sure the money goes to the people who 
need it most.

Separating items in a list 
Commas are used to separate three or more items in a list 
or series.

Separating adjectives 


Commas are used between adjectives, whether they 
come before the noun or after a linking verb.

A comma is not usually used before an adjective that is 
followed by and. 


With adverbials 


When an adverbial such as however, therefore or 
unfortunately modifies a whole sentence, it is separated 
from the rest of the sentence by a comma. 


Therefore, | try to avoid using the car as much as 
possible. 
With question tags and short responses 
Commas are used before question tags and after yes or 
no in short responses. 
It's quite cold today, isn't it? 
You're Amy Osbome, aren't you? — No, I'm not. 
With vocatives 
Commas are used to separate the name of a person or 
group being addressed from the rest of the sentence. 
Come on, Olivia, be reasonable.

Commas are used to separate discourse markers like Well 
and Now then from the rest of the sentence. 
Well, believe it or not, | actually passea!

Commas are used to follow direct speech (if there is no 
question or exclamation mark after the quotation), or to 
show that it comes next. 


“Il don't understand this question, * said Peter. 
“You're crazy!" Claire exclaimed. 


In dates 


A comma must be used between the day of the month 
and the year, when the two numbers are next to each 
other.

Direct speech 


Direct speech gives the actual words that a speaker used. 
lt is common in novels and other writing where the actual 
words of a speaker are quoted. 


The words spoken are enclosed in single or double 
quotation marks. 


“Have you been to the new shopping precinct 
yet?” enquired Shona. 


“I've already seen it,” John replied. 


e The comma comes inside the quotation marks, unless 
the reporting verb is positioned inside a reported 
sentence that itself does not require a comma. 


“There ¡s”, Monica said, 'nothing we can do about it.* 
Other uses 


Single quotation marks are sometimes used: 
- to draw attention to a word 

The word *book' can be used as a noun or a verb. 
—- to indicate an unusual use of a word 


She pointed out that websites used for internet voting 
could be “spoofed”. 


A capital (or “upper case”) letter is used to mark the 
beginning of a sentence. 


When | was 20, | dropped out of university and 
became a model.

Capital letters are also used for the first letter in titles of 
books, magazines, newspapers, TV shows, films, etc. 
Where there are several words, a capital letter is usually 
used for all the main content words in the title (i.e. not the 
prepositions or the determiners — unless they are the first 
word in the title).

Remember that a full stop, and not a question mark, is 
used after an indirect question or a polite request. 


He asked if the bus had left. 


The question mark marks the end of a question. 
When will we be arriving? 


Question marks are used in direct questions, ¡.e. when the 
actual words of a speaker are used. A reported question 
should end with a full stop. 

The lady said, Where are you going?” 

The lady asked where she was going. 


Note that you put a question mark at the end of a 
question, even if the words in the sentence are not in 
the normal question order, or some words are omitted. 
Care is needed here as such a sentence can look, 

at first sight, like a statement rather than a question. 


You know he doesn't live here any longer? 
A full stop, rather than a question mark, is used after an 
indirect question. 

P'd like to know what you've been doing all this time. 


A full stop also replaces a question mark at the end of a 
sentence which looks like a question if, in fact, it is really a 
polite request. 


Will you please return the completed forms to me. 


The exclamation mark is used after exclamations and 
emphatic expressions. 


| can't believe ¡t! 
Oh, no! Look at this mess! 


e The exclamation mark loses its effect if it is overused. lt 
is better to use a full stop after a sentence expressing 
mild excitement or humour, 


lt was such a beautiful day. 
l felt like a perfect banana. 


The colon indicates a break between two main clauses 
which is stronger than a comma but weaker than a full 
stop. 
A colon is used: 
— in front of a list 

l used three colours: green, blue and pink. 
— in front of an explanation or a reason 


l decided against going away this weekend: the 
weather forecast was dreadful. 


- after introductory headings 


Start time: 10 o'clock. 


- in more formal writing, between two main clauses that 
are connected 


Be patient: the next book in the series has not yet 
been published. 


= in front of the second part of a book title 
Farming and wilalife: a study in compromise 


=- to introduce direct speech, especially in American 
English, or when the quotation is particularly long. 


He said: “You owe me three dollars and twenty-five 
cents.” 


The semicolon is used to mark a break between two main 
clauses when there is a balance or a contrast between the 
clauses. 

Compare: 


The engine roared into life. The propellers began to 
turn. 

The plane taxied down the runway ready for takeoff. 

with: 

The engine roared into life; the propellers began to 
turn; the plane taxied down the runway ready for 
takeoff. 

A useful test to work out when to use a semicolon is to 

ask yourself whether the two clauses could be written 

instead as separate sentences. If the answer is 'yes', then 
you can use a semicolon. 

* Note that it is quite acceptable to use a full stop in 
these cases, but a semicolon is preferable if you wish 
to convey the sense of a link or continuity between the 
clauses in your narrative. 


l'm not that interested in jazz; | prefer classical music. 
A semicolon is also used to separate items in a list, 
especially if the listed items are phrases or clauses, which 
may already contain commas. 
The holiday was a disaster: the flight was four hours 
late; the hotel, which was described as “luxury”, 
was dirty; and it rained for the whole fortnight. 


Brackets (also called parentheses) are used to enclose 
a word or words which can be left out and still leave a 
meaningful sentence. 


This is a process which Hayek (a writer who came to 
rather different conclusions) also observed. 


Brackets are also used to show alternatives or options. 
Any student(s) interested in taking part should e-mail 
me. 
* Note that when the structure of the sentence as a 
whole demands punctuation after a bracketed section, 
the punctuation is given outside the brackets. 


l haven't yet spoken to John (l mean John Maple, my 
boss), but | have a meeting with him on Friday. 
Punctuation is given before the closing brackets only 
when it applies to the bracketed section rather than to the 
sentence as a whole. 


It's cold today (absolutely freezing in fact!). 


Square brackets are used, usually in books and articles, 
when supplying words that make a quotation clearer or 
that comment on it, although they were not originally said 
or written.

The hyphen joins words or parts of words. 


Hyphens are used at the ends of lines where a word has 
been split, to warn the reader that the word continues on 
the next line. If the word you need to split is clearly made 
up of two or more smaller words or elements, you should 
put the hyphen after the first of these parts. Otherwise, 
you put the hyphen at the end of a syllable. 
wheel-barrow inter-national 
infor-mation 
It is best not to add a hyphen if the word is a short one, or 
ifitwould mean writing just one or two letters at the end 
or beginning of a line. For example, it would be better to 
write “unnatural* on the line below, rather than writing “un-' 
on one line and 'natural' on the next. 
Prefixes that are used in front of a word beginning with a 
capital letter always have a hyphen after them.

A hyphen is used to join two or more words that together 
form an adjective, where this adjective is used before the 
noun it describes. 


an up-to-date account 

a last-minute rush 

a six-year-old boy 
The hyphen is omitted when the adjective so formed 
comes after the noun or pronoun it describes. 


The accounts are up to date. 
lt was all rather last minute. 
Hess six years old. 


Some common compound nouns are usually written with 


hyphens. 
mother-in-law great-granadmother 


Hyphens can be used to split words that have been 
formed by adding a prefix to another word, especially to 
avoid an awkward combination of letters or confusion with 
another word. 


re-elect 


A spaced dash (i.e. with a single space before and after it) 
is used: 


- at the beginning and end of a comment that interrupts 
the flow of a sentence. 


Now children — Kenneth, stop that immediately! — 
open your books on page 20. 
— to separate off extra information. 


Boots and shoes - all shapes, sizes and colours — 
tumbled out. 


An unspaced dash (i.e. with no space before or after it) is 
used: 


— to indicate a range. 
pages 26-42 


- between two adjectives or noun modifiers that indicate 
that two countries or groups are involved in something 
or that an individual has two roles or aspects. 


Swedish-Norwegian relations 
a mathematician=philosopher 


— to indicate that something such as a plane or a train 
goes between two places.
